Uncertain Future 
After Summit Failure 


PARIS (AP)—A nervous world 
faced a dangerously uncertain fu­ 
ture today as hostile chiefs of the 
United States and the Soviet Union 


turned away from the East-West 
battle at the summit to plan their 
strategies for new cold war con­ 
flict. 


All hope of a quick cooling of 
tempers and slow rebuilding of 
polite relations between Washing­ 
ton and Moscow was dead—buried 
under a new barrage of insults 
hurled by Nikita Khrushchev at 
President Eisenhower. 
To Western diplomats survey­ 
ing the wreckage of the Big Four 
conference and the violence of the 
Soviet Prem ier's news conference 
Wednesday, 
the

A breakdown of disarmament 
negotiations, a new crisis over 
Berlin, a return to bitter propa-

Eisenhower,

slashing assault, plans to make 
a TV-Radio report on the summit 
disaster to the American people 
soon after he gets home Friday". 
He is returning by way of Lisbon. 
Portugal. 
The Soviet

arranged 
his homeward journey to Moscow 
through East Berlin. The German 
Communist regime planned a ral­ 
ly for him there Friday, giving 
him a forum for a new tirade 
against the United States. 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan, the last of the visiting 
government heads to say farewell 
to French President Charles de 
Gaulle, reports to the House of 
Commons Friday on the total fail­ 
ure of his summit policy. He 
had worked persistently for sev­ 
eral years to bring the Big Four 
together again, as they had met 
at Geneva in 1955. 
Macmillan’s confident hope was 
that a meeting at the summit, 
even without very 
concrete 
re­ 
sults. would improve personal re­ 
lations among the leaders, ad­ 
vance disarmam ent negotiations, 
and ease world tensions. He got 
exactly the opposite result. 
Khrushchev Wednesday heaped 
all blame for the failure on Eisen­ 
hower and his refusal to publicly 
condemn U.S. spy flights over the 
Soviet Union. In a massive inter­

punctuated 
by

cheers, he called Eisenhower an 
aggressor, a fishy friend, deceitful 
and likened him to a thief. 
While two thousand newsmen 
watched his televised, spotlighted 
performance, he thundered in an­ 
ger, spilled contempt in sarcastic 
phrases, jabbed his finger at his 
audience and waved his arms in 
wrath or seeming triumph. 
He threatened to make a sep­ 
arate peace treaty with East Ger­ 
many. He forecast the Western al­ 
lies would lose their rights in West 
Berlin. But he did not set a dead­ 
line for a Berlin showdown. He 
acclaimed the Castro government 
in Cuba.

Employment and payrolls at ll 
area plant* continued to climb in 
April, accompanied by an increase 
in new car sales, the Chamber of 
Commerce reported today in it* 
monthly summary of business and 
industrial conditions.

It Is only human to rationalize the disap­ 


pointment in Pans 


Everybody wants to make the best of what 
otherwise would be a collapse of hope so 


complete It would leave no room for opti­ 


mism 
Thus. It b a comfort to believe that Premier 
Khrushchev it only stalling for time, per­ 
haps until after the presidential election in 
the United States next November, perhaps 
longer 
Or to believe that the spokesman for Rus­ 
sia was forced to pull the rug from under 
the summit conferees by political necessity 
inside the Soviet Union 
Or to hope that nothing will have been 
changed for either the better or the worse; 
that the possibility of war is no nearer now 
than it was before the U2 incident and Rus­ 
sia’s violent reaction made millions ask des­ 
perately, "Does this mean w ar’ ” 
But there Is another way to look at the 
Paris disappointment that is not a quest for 
comfort It is to realize that from the point 
of view of people in the business of stirring 
up trouble there is every reason to keep 
things in turmoil. 
The conspiracy with headquarters in the 
Kremlin is fishing in troubled waters. There 
are no fish to be caught by Communist* in 
countries that are placid and prosperous, or 


in harmonious relations between governments 
No government can be overthrown with 
Communist help, no revolutionary government 
can be dominated by Communists, without 
confusion to hide what is happening There w 
no such thing as a country that deliberately 
chooses 
Communist 
dictatorship 
Govern­ 
ments and people are not converted to Com­ 
munism; they are captured by it. 
The fishing expedition 
the Communist* 
carry on tirelessly is most successful when 
the waters are troubled 
That's why Com­ 
munists have been happy in Cuba It is their 
secret of success in Asia 
It is their be** 
hope in Latin America They have lost Europe 
and America, but they are not discouraged 
As future events unfold—and a tightening 
of the Berlin crisis will be first—this neces­ 
sity of stirring up trouble will explain what 
the Kremlin is doing In its plan of opera­ 
tion there is a time to fail back and re­ 
group—to talk softly—and there is a time to 
be dynamic and hostile. A time of hostility 
is at hand The cold war is going to be less 
cold 
This does not mean there must be hot 
war, instead Indeed, there is the possibility 
that hot war may have been outlawed by 
the unearthly heat of the thermo-nuclear blast. 
Its place may be taken by a new kind of 
war. just as worrisome but less violent. 
What is happening now m ay be a* sample. 


The Supposition Of Any Summit 


This week in the United States, a summit 
conference is going to be attempted with no 


brighter prospect of success than the one that 
flopped in Paris 
The government - sponsored meeting be­ 


tween muon leaders and management repre­ 
sentatives to explore the possibilities of indus­ 


trial peace is under the same handicap that 
broke the Paris parley 
Its participants are not of one mind about 
the purpose of their coming together The sup­ 
position of any summit conference is that 
agreement can be reached; that everybody 
will be trying to reach the same goal and that 
the goal ie peace. 
But Nikita Khrushchev did not have good 
will in his mind when he came to Paris He 
had a stout talking point in the U-2 incident 
for casting doubt on the good wiU of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower In a pinch, he could have 
found flaws in the behavior of President De 
Gaulle and evidence that Prim e Minister Mac­ 
millan had not won a clean bill of health a* 
a peace lover, either 
That is the flaw of summit conferences — 
that they require more of their participants 
than the participant* can give them and this 
always win make them appear to be failures. 
The labor-management conference is open­ 


ing under a dark omen because the union rep­ 
resentatives. George Meany, 
president 
of 
AEL-CIO, Walter Rputtier, vice president of 
AFL-CIO and president of United Auto Work­ 
ers. and George M Harrison, president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks, feel their 
magnitude has not been m atched by the man­ 
agement representatives They wanted to meet 
with the heads of the largest corporations. 
They will meet, instead, with the presidents 
of Otis Elevator. J. I Case. Wyman-Gordon 
Co 
and the National Association of Manu­ 
facturers 
It is obvious from this lineup that manage­ 
ment cannot conceivably be represented in its 
entirety by any particular group of spokes­ 
men. any more than unionism can be repre­ 
sented by one group Yet, the union repre­ 
sentatives are purporting to speak not only for 
all unions but for all labor, though unions 
represent only a minority of working people 
We hope for the best when there’s a chance 
to cool off the hot differences that keep men 
at each other’s throats. But summit confer­ 
ences that hold out the prom ise of settling is­ 
sues the participants m ay not want to have 
settled are not as happy a prospect as they 
were a few days ago. 
If there were enough good faith to make a 
summit conference work, there wouldn’t need 
to be a conference. 


The Light Of Learning 


Approaching baccalaureate services f o r 
district high school graduating classes un­ 
derscore the longstanding interrelation of re­ 
ligion and education. 
The spiritual and moral aspects of life 
are never apart from th* challenges of the 
classroom or daily work nor from the in­ 
tellectual maturing of young men and wom­ 
en Separation of church and state was not 
intended a* an isolation of basic, practical 
education from the higher knowledge of 
moral understanding and devotion to Go d . 
At a meeting of religious leaders at Paines­ 
ville this week. Dr. Howard Schomer, presi­ 
dent of the Chicago Theological Seminary, 
asserted churches must work to preserve 
culture and learning, and any church that 


fails to stay close to education is not doing 
its job 
“ Religion must be in fertile, constant con­ 
tact with centers of learning.” h* stated. 
Churches, often guardians of knowledge In 
critical times of m an's history, long have 
been sponsors of schools and colleges and 
served as a cornerstone of the growth of 
American democracy by providing the re­ 
quired learning for self-government 
High school seniors should be aware not 
only of their needs for spiritual guidance as 
they accept the responsibilities of gradua­ 
tion, they also should realize the debt they 
owe to churches for education and should 
strive to lead their church in maintianing 
that rich tradition.

both in truly non-partisan anger. 
It has not been reported but 
Nixon has charged that Hoffa has 
been smearing the labor move­ 
ment.

Nixon did this during his un­ 
precedented lone-star telethon in­ 
terview.

He said it was the “ responsi­ 
bility” of the rank-and-file who 
really are the labor movement 
And then Nixon appeared to place 
confidence in that rank-and-file. 


HE WAS ASKED about labor in 
politics 
Quickly he asserted he 
was for labor in politics all the 
way—just so long as no union 
spent the money of members on 
candidates opposed by the m em­ 
bers. 
He was for labor in politics so 
long as it operated on voluntary 
contributions. 
He followed through by reveal­ 
ing that some opponents of labor 
had come to him asking for a 
law to keep unions out of politics. 
To those businessmen the vice 
president had said—don’t object, 
don’t ask for a law but get into 
politics yourselves. 
There didn’t seem to be any pre­ 
meditation in Nixon’s answers, for 
he knew nothing of the scores of 
questions thrown at him. The beads 
of sweat were from the lights and 
not from sudden need to piece 
policy together. 
Nixon reflected the Republican 
party’s point of view, it seemed 
to this observer in the studio that 
morning. I recalled, for example, 
and significant • example it is, the 
action of GOF national chairman, 
Sen. Thruston Morton. 
Morton will net be a delegate 
to the Republican nominating con­ 
vention. 
He 
had 
been 
named 
delegate-at-large from Kentucky.

Politics And Spy Case

No one. not even

should venture 
what the considered opinion of the 
American people m ay be on any 
m atter of importance. 4 
The best judges of the immedi­ 
ate reaction to any event, issue or 
public decision are those who, after 
many years of experience in pub­ 
lic affairs, have so identified them­ 
selves with average Americans as 
to reflect public opinion from their 
own sense of right or wrong or 
practical. 
Many members of Congress have 
this capacity. So do experienced 
editors and other newspapermen 
who are not too close to the Wash­ 
ington atmosphere, which is col­ 
ored so much by representatives 
of European countries r e s i d e n t 
there. 
If we take British official opin­ 
ion as an example, there can be 
no doubt about the reaction to the 
U2 episode. The leaders of 
both 
political parties there' have 
im ­ 
mense confidence in summit meet­ 
ings. 


FIVE YEARS AGO. I wa* in 
England 
reporting 
the 
general 
election. In the midst of the de­ 
bate 
President 
Eisenhower an­ 
nounced his support of a summit 
meeting. 
There is no doubt whatever that 
this 
made 
many 
Conservative 
votes, for that party was in power 
and has made a summit meeting 
a major promise. 
This 
Conservative 
appeal far 
outdistanced the rather vague ap­ 
peal* of Labor for an end to nucle­ 
ar testing. 
The same feeling prevailed last 
October when I was there again 
Macmillan got plenty of mileage 
from the claim that he was best 
able to get concessions from both 
the Soviet and the United States. 
British opinion has great in­ 
fluence in our Eastern seaboard 
and in Washington and while the 
British government has been 
en­ 
gaged in all sorts of espionage 
since long before Columbus dis­ 


covered America, it deplores the 
present spy incident. 
Possibly this is because we were 
caught. Also, because we timed 
things wrong. 
Also, because we 
were frank in admitting it. 
But over the country, I believe, 
most Americans approach the So­ 
viet problem from a quite dif­ 
ferent point of view. 
Revelations of Soviet rascality, 
including their persistent meddling 
in our affairs here, have changed 
our reaction toward what we would 
once have regarded as a breach of 
our idealistic policies. Moreover. 
Americans generally are heartily 
sick of Khrushchev’s bluster 
and 
threats 
We are sorry that Powers had 
the ill luck or mechanical trouble 
which resulted in his capture but 
we are also glad that our govern­ 
ment has been meeting the Soviet 
on it* own term s. 
We want to 
know 
as 
much 
about

strength as they know about ours. 


THIS DEEPLY imbedded Amer­ 
ican view was well reflected by 
Sen. Johnson of Texas and Con­ 
gressman 
Cannon 
of 
Missouri. 
They made no apologies. They 
hurled 
the 
challenge 
back 
at 
Khrushchev. 
Adlai Stevenson, however, de­ 
plores with alarm. He says that 
we should no longer engage in 
“tribal feuding ” We are exhorted 
to set an example of innocence 
and purity. 
We have been setting that ex­ 
ample over many years. We indi­ 
cated it in two world wars from 
which we gained nothing but the 
ingratitude of Communism. 
Stevenson is not seeking political 
advantage, he says. But his posi­ 
tion on this issue belies that. And 
he Is as greatly mistaken as he 
was in 1956 when he advocated our 
unilateral abandonment of nuclear 
tests as a last desperate appeal in 
the campaign. 
The over-riding responsibility of 
the President is to see to it that 
we are safe from surprise attack 
and destruction by an avowed en­ 
emy. This responsibility he has ac­ 
cepted. Americans agree with him.

mands and to bluff, but it’s also 
wise to leave a way out for the 
other side 
Thus, he could have 
construed President Eisenhower s 
decision to suspend the reconnais­ 
sance flights as a point that he 
had won 
But 
Mr 
Khrushchev 
wasn’t satisified and — like Hitler 
—has demanded the humiliation 
of his adversary. 
This can only lead eventually to 
a break in diplomatic relations and 
constant talk of war—something 
that will arouse the people of the 
Soviet Union even more quickly 
than the peoples of the West For 
the Russians have memories of 
many millions of their countrymen 
who died in the last war. 
There could he a revolution in 
side the Soviet Union if tension 
increases and war threatens Since 
the satellite nations 
behind 
the 
Iron Curtain would be in the path 
of a war, they. too. must inevitably 
rise up to protest. 
They 
would 
surely join any revolt that breaks 
out 


MR. KHRUSHCHEV, moreover 
ha* unwittingly 
opened 
up 
the 
whole question of who should rule 
in his own country 
For he has, 
in effect, told the world that he 
wants to postpone any serious ne­ 
gotiations till after the presiden­ 
tial elections in the United State* 
next November, when he hopes the 
kind 
of 
administration will he 
elected w i t h which he can do 
business. 
lf he is trying to choose a presi­ 
dent for the United 
States 
by 
throwing his propaganda support 
to an opposition party, then 
if 
might be asked whether it isn t

great believers in the traditional, 
which means formal, way of chas­ 
tising people who offend them 
They wear dignity like a charm 
to ward off voodoo.

contrast:

statesm an would ever in public 
call 
Nazi 
sympathizers 
what 
Khrushchev did Wednesday at a 
news 
conference? 
The 
Russian 
word he used came out in various 
translations as riffraff, louts and 
bastards. W e s t e r n statesmen 
might think such terms, but they 
wouldn’t say them. 
The kind of diplomatic omelette 
Khrushchev whips 
up 
is 
ham 
mixed with anger. 
For example: His fish-wife ar­ 
gument with Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon in Moscow; his tem- 
per-tantrums 
in 
Hollywood; 
his 
verbal brawl with labor leaders; 
his wearing a longshoreman’s cap 
in San Francisco. 
His biggest hamming is in his 
timing: His arrival in Washington 
last September came just as the 
Soviets fired a moon shot; He ar­ 
rived at the summit meeting as 
the Soviets launched a space ship. 
But the West had to suffer one

learned—if it has learned, even 
now—that his hamming has noth­ 
ing to do with his serious in­

E ver since November 1958, he 
had insisted the West must get 
its troops out of West Berlin or 
face the prospect of his shutting 
the city off from the West entirely.

he

But then in April, a month be­ 
fore the summit, the Western for­ 
eign ministers met here and very 
complacently, 
as if Khrushchev 
were not to be taken seriously 
decided the West would stand pat 
at the summit. 
This angered him 
It left him 
with little to look forward to but 
an empty conference. A few days 
after the ministers’ meeting broke 
up he made a furious speech at 
Baku. 
In this he told the West in ef 
feet: 
Don’t take me lightly: 
I 
mean it when I say you have to 
get the troops out of Berlin. 
Was he even then taken serious­ 
ly? No, not even by Eisenhower 
who told a news conference three 
days later: “ It is just a reitera­ 
tion of the same old theme . , . I 
don’t think we should take that 
too seriously.” 
Just four days after Eisenhower 
brushed aside Khrushchev’s angry 
speech an American spy plane 
was brought down over the Soviet 
Union. 
Khrushchev reacted vin 
lently to this intrusion. Aggros 
sion. he called it. 
Even 
that 
didn’t 
induce 
the 
State Department to handle him 
cautiously. It issued a statement 
which it permitted newsmen to 
interpret as meaning this country 
would continue to send spy planes 
over the Soviet Union. 
This is what blew the lid off 
although

realizing he couldn’t talk the West 
into meeting his Berlin demands 
—Khrushchev

Q. How c u I repair a large 
tear In a canvas awning? 
A. Cut out a canvas patch slight­ 
ly larger than the hole.

Ap­ 
ply white lead on the outside, let 
dry, then sandpaper lightly, and 
finish off with at least two coats 
of heavy deck paint. 


Q. How can I remove an ink 
stain from a rug? 
A. They can usually be removed 
by making a paste of buttermilk 
and starch, applying, and leaving 
it on for two or three days. Then 
rinse and let dry. Repeat the pro­ 
cess if necessary. 


Q. How can I boil an egg that 
is cracked? 
A. Add a little vinegar to the 
water that is used for boiling, and 
the white of the egg wiU not boil 
out. 


Lake, Geauga Counties 
Show Population Gains 
PAINESVILLE. Ohio (AP) - 
Lake and Geauga counties made 
big population gains in the last IO 
years, according to preliminary 
census figures. Lake now has 147, 
996 persons compared with 75.979 
when the last census was taken 
in 1950, and Geauga has 47,328 
compared with 26.646 
Willowick, with an increase of 
15,000 persons in the last IO years 
edged out Painesville—18,724 to 16, 
043—to become the largest city in 
Lake County.

result. Yet any child, 8, IO or old­ 
er, who sees that his mother must 
work in order to support the fam­ 
ily might on that account be won 
by the mother to help her with 
the home chores. The child of any 
mother who works, indeed, might 
m ort easily see why he should 
help at home than if his mother 
didn’t work.-But her just telling 
him he should, will hardly get the 
desired result. 


A L T H O U G H EVERY child 
should, for his best character edu­ 
cation, be trained at home to do 
certain regular, required chores, 
there are more apparent reasons 
why he should if his mother works. 
He should realize the added bur­ 
dens she, tired from her day at 
work, must bear at home. 
For the child of school age to 
see her so burdened, without feel­ 
ing the need to share such duties, 
must have a very unhealthy effect 
on his moral development. 
I’d consider it a wise aim of 
the working mother of two 
or 
three children over seven or eight 
to educate these children to do 
most of the household work, she 
doing little more than planning 
and supervising. 
Here are some suggestions for 
the working mother: 
1. Train your child early in self- 
reliance, doing for himself what 
he is able to do, amusing him 
self and finding abundant fun with 
other children. 


2. TRAIN HIM early and con­ 
stantly in the alphabet of obed­ 
ience while in your presence. Hav­ 
ing settled a few matters of con­ 
trol, aim at having more a n d 
more enjoyments with him in an 
atmosphere of I o v e and under 
standing. 
3. Hold him to some essential 
family regulations and routines 
Before school age and 
later 
when he wishes to help you, be 
very appreciative. After he enters 
school, assign him one or t w o 
regular jobs he can do, and make 
sure he can’t escape their doing.
